Information 
On Missing 
Man Sought 


PURSLEY—Residents of the Pursley 


Community, concerned about the failure 
of law enforcement officials to find any 
clues to the whereabouts of Charles Ray, 
41, are considering the possibliity of 
Issuing a reward for information in the 
case.. 


Ray's abondoned car was found Nov. 


28, four miles east of Dawson on FM 709. 
The vehicle had overturned and landed 
back on its wheels. The keys werfc taken 
out of the ignition and there was no 
evidence of blood 
according to in- 


vestigating Navarro County Sheriff's 
Department Deputy Harold Pitts. 


Pitts said today that he and other 


deputies have searched the Pursley area 
but have found no trace of the missing 
man. He said they have also looked at 
several wells and there has been some 
talk of digging up one of the wells, but no 
digging has yet taken place. 


The deputy also said he plans to have 


a couple of people take polygraph tests 
in connection with the case. These 
people, he said, were in contact with Ray 
shortly before the wrecked car was 
found. 


Ray is described as having blonde hair 


and blue eyes, standing about 5-7 and 
weighing about 210 pounds. He was last 
seen at about 9 p.m. on Nov. 27 wearing a 
yellow shirt, blue jeans, and cowboy 
boots. 


Pitts said the man lived on a farm in 


the Pursley Community and worked 
helping to feed cattle on two or three 
ranches in the Purlsey area.

Big Brown Lake, located northeast of the 
city, was said to be overflowing its 
banks. One report said that the lake had 
gained 11 inches of rain in the past two 
weeks.

Thursday morning that thunderstorms 
will continue to fall along the cold front 
that pressed into the state Wednesday 
and that rain and drizzle will plague the 
rest of the state. 


A total of 3.25 inches of rain fell during 


the 24 hours prior to 7 a.m. today, with 
1.04 falling from that time until 12:30 
p.m., bringing the total yearly rainfall to

AUSTIN—Texas Democrats gave a bit 


of credence to all that talk about the 
party's sad financial state here Monday 
night as they kicked off their 1972 
election fund-raising with a hamburger, 
beer and beans banquet. 


Steak was originally on the menu, but 


party sponsors decided a few hours 
before the crowd began arriving to opt 
for the more informal fare in hopes of 
holding back a little more money for the 
party coffers. 


If there were any complaints about the 


food, they were muffled in the noise 
made by some 1,500 Democratic 
politicians, voters, students and "fat- 
cat" party financiers gathered at the 
Municipal Auditorium in a self-centered 
celebration of their party. 


Mark Twain would have found a lot to 


like in the gala affair, headlined by such 
national Democratic luminaries as Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey of Minnesota and 
Cong. Wilbur Mills of Arkansas. It was a 
night for Democrats "to let it all hang 
.out," as Sen. Lloyd Bentsen put it, and 
Twain, a bi-partisan lover of political 
invective, would have felt right at home 
as speaker after speaker lit into the 
Nixon Administration as only the party 
not in power can do. 


Humphrey drew the largest roar of the 


night from the crowd, each of whom had 
{aid $25 a ticket for the affair, when he 
died attention to the price-tag for the 
meal. 


"I'm an old hamburger eater myself," 


he said early in his 45-minute speech. 
"But I never thought I'd see the day 
when I'd pay $25 for a hamburger, and 
not too many beans. That just shows you 
what the Republican inflation has done." 


Humphrey had the audience in the 


palm of his hand from the moment he 
stepped to the rostrum. Applause rose 
again and again as he answered 


^'•President Nixon'scampaign promisesof 


1968 with the accomplishments of that 
administration. 


Departing frequently from a prepared 


script, Humphrey said the Nixon ad- 
ministration has "a record of broken 
promises on every major issue from the 
Vietnam war 
to the 
American 


economy." 


He listed six campaign promises he 


said Nixon made in 1968 that had been 
broken. 


"Candidate Nixon told us in 1968 that 


he had a secret plan to end the Vietnam 
war and would do so quickly," Hum- 
phrey said of one promise. "But almost 
three years later, the war has not ended. 
It has spread across the length and 
breadth of the Indochina peninsula ... 
There can be no peace at home, no

Humphrey said Nixon's 6th "and 


greatest promise" was that he "would 
bring us together ... instead there is 
bitterness and division in the nation, a 
growing gap between rich and poor, 
white and black, north and south, young 
and old, urban and rural America ... we 
must have reconciliation, reconstruction 
and reaffirmation ... until Americans 
begin to respect one another we will be 
unable to rebuild our economy, make 
our cities liveable and provide equal 
opportunity for all Americans." 


Regarding Nixon's promise to "bring 


us together," Humphrey said that the 
administration has "come closer to 
bringing the Democrats together than 
any public official in years." 


"We need to put America back on a 


pedestal for all to see," he concluded, 
with a call for a program of "dynamic 
development." 
' "What this country needs more than 
anything," Humphrey stated, "is a call 
to its spirit." 


Mills, the powerful chairman of the 


House Ways and Means Committee, 
acknowledged in his remarks, as did 
almost every speaker Monday night, 
that the Texas Democratic Party was 
divided against itself and. needed to close 
ranks for the coming election year. 


"My objective is coming here," he 


said, "is to see if we can get some of 
these Democrats that are fighting with 
each other to pick a better target than 
another Democrat." 


Mills lashed out at Nixon's economic 


program throughout his remarks, finally 
saying that the administration's 
motivation is implementing Phases I 
and II of the war on inflation "is the

many mothers are learning 
that they c o n t r i b u t e to a 
child's o b e s i t y out of the 
goodness of their hearts.

Nutri- 
tionists and d o c t o r s now 
point out that most adoles- 
cent and leen-age obesily is- 
due to lack of exercise and 


overeating of high caloric 
foods. Only about five per 
cent of obesity can be traced 
to glandular problems. With 
a doctor's advice parents can 
help youths eat more health- 
ful meals and trim down. 
Starting good eating habits 
early is essential because we 
now know that food patterns 
in e a r l y life are hard to 
break and generally follow 
an individual throughout his 
life.

What would the festive 


Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dinner be without the holi- 
day bowl full of nuts? 


What are the nutty pros- 


pects for the 1971 holiday 
season? Very good, experts ; 
say. Almonds will be down ' 
a shade in production, but 
not enough to trouble en- 
thusiasts. California is the 
main source. 


According to J. S. Miller, 


. assistant chief of specialty 


crops of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's Con- 
sumer Marketing 
Service, 


there are large acreages of 
newly planted almond trees 
in the deserts of southern 
California, which have re- 
cently been irrigated by wa- 
ter 
brought down through 
'-. 


the new aqueduct from the ! 
north. Anyone who can buy 
a plot of land in the recently 
irrigated area plants almond 
trees. There's going to be a i 
huge new crop in four or five 
years. 


"The almond people are , 


particularly 
s h a r p about . 


merchandising their crops, , 
both present and future ones. 
They spend lots of money on 
promotion in our country and 
in Europe and Japan," Mil- 
ler says. 
,

"The Japanese are begin- 


ning to like American foods. 
> 


So the California Almond Ex- 
• 


change is certainly helping 
them change their taste—as 
far as American almonds 
are concerned." 


The walnut crop will be 


bigger than last year. Prices 
will not be lower, however. 
The growers hope for an in- 
crease in consumption. Cali- 
fornia is also the main grow- 
ing area for the English Wal- 
nuts. 


"The walnut growers don't 


seem quite so determined as 
the almond producers. They 
are also playing the Euro- - 
pean and Japanese markets, 
but they don't seem to push 
so hard. This might be be- 
cause they have not got the 
same amount of money as 
the almond group," Miller 
says. 


"Perhaps the public isn't 


quite so eager to eat wal- 
nuts as they are to crunch 
almonds. Incidentally, black 
walnuts, as opposed to Eng- 
lish 
walnuts, are 
grown 


mainly in Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee. 
They 
have 
hard 


shells, are stronger in flavor, 
stain the fingers black and 
are a small crop." 


The pecan crop will also 


be much larger than last 
year. They are grown all 
across the south, but Geor- 
gia is the largest producer. 


There are two types of pe- 


cans: the improved 'paper • 
shell' and the smaller pecan 
with a hard shell which is 
used widely in confections 
and baking by commercial 
firms, Miller explains. 


The filbert crop from Ore- 


gon will also be particularly 
large this season, "But fil- 
berts are not so. well known 
as the other nuts. ""
